falque is heavily droped in black. 
Over 
it is erected a canopy, which is decorated 
in black and white, entirely excluding 
natural light, the only light afforded 
being 
from a 
chandelier suspended 
within the canopy and immediately 
over the catafalque. 
Around the -atter 
and the approaches to it, with the ex- 
ception of narrow jDassage ways on each 
side are a profusion of tropical plants, 
ferns, palms and evergreens and a num- 
ber of very handsome floral designs. 
At 
each corner of tbe catafalque is a broken 
column made of smilax, carnations, tube- 
roses and lillies. 
On each of the two at 
the head of the casket is a white dove 
with outstretched wings, bearing in its 
beak the olive branch of peace.

CO umns at the foot of the casket are 
mounted each with a sheaf of wheat. 
Among the

designs the most 
striking is that oiiered by the Irish citi- 
zens.

The subterranean disturbance will con- 
tinue for some nine months out of the 
twelve. 
May will be the worst month 
in the twelve, the period of maximum 
perturbation being the first three days 
of that once merry month.
